The  Fortiign  hinister,  Adnlrul  Klchiaaburo  Nomura,  roquosted 
the  -jnorlcan  Ambassador,  Mr.  Joaph  C.  Grow,  to  call  on  him  at 
3:30  p.n.  today,  Deconber  19.  Continuing  thoir  discussion  of  the 
various  questions  which  huvo  arisen  between  Japan  and  the  United 
States  in  the  course  of  the  China  Affair  fo»  one  hour  and  a  half, 
they  hold  conversations  in  a  mutually  constructive  spirit  for 
the  purpose  of  surmounting  obstacles  of  Japanoao-Amorican  fr^dly 
relations. 

In  the  interview  Foreign  Minister  Nomura  communicated  to 
Ambassador  Grew  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  absolute  military 
roqulroment’s  calling  for  the  closure  of  the  lower  Yangtze  River 
area  hove  be'^ome  amenable  to  gradual  modification,  the  Japanese 
forces  have  accordingly  decided  to  make  preparations  with  a  view 
to  lifting  the  ban  on  the  navigation  of  the  Yangtze  from  Nanking 
downward  under  certain  restrictions  for  the  malntonanco  of  peace 
and  order  and  for  military  operations.
